By the president nnd 
the cabinet the re<ult achieved by 
the American commissioners Js re- 


( garded as far and away the greatest 


diplomatic success the United States 
lias had for 
a generation. It Is 


pointed out that the decision of th« 
commission insures to this 'country 
for all time -the only spot on earth 
concerning 
which there was any 


question about relinquishing, and the 
cor.rso pursued by this government 
is regarded as having been vindicated 
completely. 


So confident were the president find 


the, members of his cabinet in the 
justness of their contention regard- 
ing ^ie Alaskan boundary that they 
w*ro perfectly willing to refer the 
matter to any properly constituted 
commission for final decision. 
The 


award made by tiie .tribunal which 
lips just completed Its work ia be- 
lipved fully to justify tho confidence 
of the administration, in tho correct- 
ness of tfie American claims,

EIGHTEEN 
SOULS 
LOST 


Captain, a Cook and Five Pas- 


sengers Reach Shore, But 


Others are Missing. 


Marshfield, 
Ore., 
Oct. 20.—The 


steamship South 
Portland, 
which 


sailed from Portland Monday morn- 
ing for Sou. Francisco, was wrecked 
last evening near Bandon, on the 
southwestern, coast of Oregon. The 
vessel struck about 5 o'clock just 
as it was growing dark, and sank in 
a few minutes. 
The vessel had 


thirty-four souls on board, twenty- 
"tSiroe in the crew and eleven passen- 
gers. Two boats we're manned, but 
they both capsized and several of 
the occupants were thrown Into tho 
sea and drowned. The captain, tho 
cook imd fivo passengers 
reached 


shore in safety, but it is feared at 
least eighteen 
people have 
been 


drowned. 
A life raft wns seen in 


the breakers with twelve people on it 
«nd the lifo saving crew is now en-, 
deavoring to rescue them. 


THIRTY-ONE MISSING. 


San. Francisco, Oct. 20.—The Ma- 


rino Exchange reports that 
the 


steamer South 1'ortland from Astoria 
for San Francisco has been wrecked 
at Ban-don, on tho Oregon coast. 
Thirty-ono of her 
passengers and 


crew are missing. Tho captain and 
six others succeeded 
iu reaching 


shore. The South Portland was an 
ironclad steamer 185 feet in length 
and was formerly known, as the Car- 
oline Nuller. She IB owned by W. A. 
Scammell, of San 
Francisco,

sailed from Astoria Oct. 18 with a 
few passengers and a cargo of grain.

but to hand its decision to Messrs. 
Foster and Slfton, respective agents 
if the American and Canadian gov- 
ernments. 


The Canadian commissioners not 


inly declined to sign the awnrd, but 
iald they would publicly withdraw 
rom the commission. Tney, as well 
as the Canadians connected with the 
ase, are very bitter. Telegrams from 
Premier Laurier nnd other prominent 
persons in Cnnnda, 
show that this 


sentiment 
is 
shared 
generally 


throughout the domain. 


CANADA GAINS LITTLE. 


The award)''(plating to tho Portland 


cannl gives ti'.e United States 
two 


Islands, JCanniighunut and Sitklnn,

The mountnin lino adopted as tho , 


boundary lies so far from the coast 
as to give the United States substan- 
tially all the territory in dispute. The 
line completely clears all the bays 
and inlets and means of access to the 


sea, 
giving the United States a com- 


plete' land barrier between Canada 
and the sea, from the Portland canal 
to Mount St. Elias. 


Around tho head of the Lynn canal 


the line follows the watershed, some- 
what in accordance with the present 
provisional boundary. 


NOT A JUDICIAL ISSUE. 


Messrs. Jottes nnd Aylesworth, in a 


statement of their reasons for 
re- 


fusing to sign the award, sny they 
consider the finding of the tribunal 
regarding the islands, at the entrance 
of Portland channel, and the moun- 
tain line, IB not a judicial one. They 
add: 


"Wo urged our views as strongly 


as we were able, but wo have been 
compelled to witness tne sacrifice of 
the interests of Canada. 
We were 


powerless to prevent It, though sat' 
fsfietl that the course which the ma- 
jority waa determined to pursue in 
respect to tho matters above specially 
referred to ignored tho just rights of 
Canada."

MH. CHOATE WAS THURE. 


Ambassador Choate, an well as tho 


Canadians nnd others immediately 


connected with the case, were admit- 
ted to the room where the tribunal 
had been holding the open sessions, 
but 
the 
commissioners 
remained 


closeted in the cabinet room. The 
secretary of the commission, Regi- 
nald T, Tower, finally emerged and 
Informed the waiting crowd that no 
public session would be held and that 
the award 
would be made public 


through the agents. No explanation 
was offered, 
and but 
few persons 


knew that the attitude or the Cana- 
dian commissioners was responsible 
for the awkward change. 


The Canadians feel very sore over 


the outcome. They almost openly 
accuse Lord Alverstone o£ partisan- 
ship. 
When the 
latter 
presented 


them to King Edward at Bucking- 
ham palace yesterday the king en- 
deavored vainly to induce Messrs. 
Jette and Ayle&worth to say they 
were satisfied, or that they accepted 
the situation, but the two Canadians 
declined to in any way express acqui- 
escence with this view. IJhey simply 
shook hands formally and bowed. 


One of the Canadian commissioners 


afterwards said to a representative of 
tho Associated Press; 


"This award affects much more tho 


relations between tho dominion and 
tha mother country than people here 
seem to realise, and almost 
marks 


tho parting of the ways, at least sa 
far as leaving any such question for 
England to decide for U3."

Tuesday indicate that a swindler has 
been at work in St. 'Louis and Chi- 
cago where .he has used the name of 
J. C. Peltier, of this city, to obtain 
large liuea of credit, although the in- 
formation obtainable is not Buch as to 
afford a basis for an estimate of tho 
extent to which he has profited. 


Mr. and Mrs. J. C. Peltier have 


been in the east for several weeks 
and Will Peltier has been in charge 
of the undertaking establishment. On 
Sept. 22 he received a letter from the 
Ferguson-McKinnoy company of St. 
Louis stating that a man represent- 
ing himself as a member of the rail- 
road 
contracting firm of Peltier & 


Uo., of Indianapolis, and a brother 
of J. C. Peltier, of Fort Wayue, had 
jought a bill of goodfl amounting to 
$8.00, which had been, delivered ;in 
the strength of tho statement that 
10 intended to 
open a department 


store at Indianapolis. 


The inquiry stated that letters sent 


ta tho firm at Indianapolis had been 
returned and tho St. Louis company 
was socking information. 
A tele- 


gram wns sent to tho concern pro- 
nouncing the man a swindler and 
stating that Mr. Peltier has no 
brothers nor had he any interests In 
Indianapolis. 
This closed tho inci- 


dent so far as tho St. Louis company 
s concerned. 


WORKED CHICAGO FIRM. 


On Sopt. 2Ii Mr. Peltier received a 
ettar from Carson, Pirio, Scott & Co., 


Chicago, which asked why Mr. 


Peltier had not been in to buy goods. 
t further stated that inasmuch as 
lie expected 
^to start a department 


store in Indianapolis and would in 
all probability be a big buyer tlwy 
wero anxious to sell him and were at 
a loss to know why he aiid his 
daughters had not been in to buy 
goods. 


An answer was sent to the firm 


stating that Mr. Pcltior was not oil 
the market and not buying 
any 


goods, but this evidently ' did not 
reach the proper department until 
after Oct. 1 an a letter was received 
on that date stating that the goods 
bought to be shipped to Indianapolis 
hail beeu released on tae strength of 
the rating given by tho commercial 
agencies at Fort Wayne. 


The last, letter received from the 


Chicago firm is dated Oct. 5 and 
elated that the man who purchased 
the goods was accompanied by his 
two daughters and bought a silk coit 
for his wife which ho ordered sent to 
a Chicago address. This.was deliv- 
ered to tho mail in person. He is de- 
scribed as a large, fleshy man, with 
a smooth face, dark complexion aud 
wearing dark clothes. 


POLICE PUT ON CASE. 


Upon the receipt of this informa- 


tion Will Peltier wired the .Chicago 
firm that it would be a good idea to 
put the Indianapolis and Chicago po- 
lice on the case and if possible stop 
the delivery of the goods supposed 
to have been shipped to Indianapolis.

up the progress in the arts and crafts 
in the past hundred years, which, he 
&aid, had been made possible by tho 
principles that were established in 
the struggle of 1776. 


"The Fatherland'' was responded to 


by Mr. Moores. 
Tlie growing boy 


whose character is formed long before 
he reachftS his majority ho likened to 
Hie United Stntes, stating that if 
we are to perpetuate the greatness of 
our nation we must ndJier.-j closely to 
those bnsic principles in the consti- 
tution framed 
by oar forefathers.

most honored of all American socia- 
fcies. "If there is anything a man

of this country 
and 


founded a nation that is today the 
greatest tlie world has over known." 


S. M. FOSTER IS HEARD. 


Samuel M. Foster was called upsn 


to respond to the 
toast, "Noblesse 


Oblige," and Mr. Foster more than 
established his claim to a title re- 
cently conferred upon him, thnt nf 
the" "Chauncoy 
Depew 
of 
Fort 


Wayno," 
Mr, Foster's address was 


one of the best of the evening and he 


was given an ovation at its cfose. He 
spoke principally of -the obligation 
which the Eons of the Revolution owe 
their ancestors and stated that prida 
of ancestry was just as laudable to- 
day as it was in the days of Henry 
VIII. and that human nature was 
very similar. "We hear much about 
the United States 
being 
a world 


power," _ he said, "but this country 
has been a world power ever since the 
first gun of the revolutionary strug- 
gle was fired, and our principles of 
government have 
resulted In 
the 


modification of the policies and gov- 
ernments of European nations." Mr. 
Foster .spoke in strong denunciation 
of mob law and urged that the laws 
be respected and upheld. 


• At the close of 
Mr. Foster's ad- 


dress Chairman 
Moores suggested 


that the health of Lord Cornwallis, of 
Yorktown memory, be drunk and It 
was done standing-.. 


SPOKE WITH bOME HtHVIOH. 
"The Pay of the Continental" was 


a subject 
humorously 
treated 
by 


Hon. Charles W. Watkiiie, of Hunt- 
ington. Mr. Watkins described the 
conditions which existed at the out- 
break of the revolution, and of the 
difficulties the allied states had In 
paying the soldiers. 
He told o£ the 


many schemes to reimburse the 
fighters and told of the origin oE the 
expression "not giving a continen- 
tal," tlie name "continental" being 
applied to certain revolutionary cur- 
rency which was absolutely worth- 
less. Mr, Watkins described the first 
pension scheme and its injustice, its 
provisions being- such that only the 
absolutely destitute received any aid. 
"Our earlier governments did not 
fully appreciate the noble sacrifice of 
our forefathers or at least did not 
manifest it In a material way, but 
today, while we cannot render mate- 
rial assistance, we honor and cherish 
their memory and are proud tlmt we 
sprang from such noble stock." 


Hon. James P. Goodrich, chairman 


of the republican state committee, re- 
sponded to the toast, "The Validity of 
Our Sonship." He said: 
"Our pride 


of ancestry Impels us to the highest 
duty to our country and the validity 
of our sonship is not proven by the 
question 'Who 
are we?' but 'Whit 


are weP' We owe it to our forefath- 
ers to take the right 
stand on all 


public questions In order that we 
shall maintain that which they ob- 
tained for us." 


SOLDIERS OF THREE EPOCHS. 
Tho closing address of the evening 


was made by Charles McCulloch on 
"The 
Soldiers 
of 1770, 1861 and 


1898." 
Tho types selected by the 


.speaker wore George Washington for 
1770, General Grant for 1801, nnd 
Theodore Roosevelt for 1808. 


A greeting from W. A. Cltirk, of 


Crown Point, Ind., the only surviv- 
ing son of a revolutionary 
father, 


was read, and it wan unanimously 
decided thnt the gathering send .in 
expression of good will to Mr. Clark, 
and also to the state Daughters of 
tho Revolution, which meets In this 
city in thn near future.

correspondent Interviewed Blanoy in 
the jail here today, --at n« declined 
to give any details of how the escape 
was made or of the whereabouts of 
Evans, who disappeared with him 
nnd has not yet been apprehended. 


Blanoy was under a charge of hav- 


ing burglarized 
the residence of a 


man named Spangler, near Aubuni 
Junction, 
while 
his companion, 


Evans, Is alleged to have stolen a 
number 01 cattlo. 
They evidently 


separated BOOH 
after getting away 


from Auburn. 
Bliuiey drifted into 


Illinois and wont to work at the lit- 
tle town of Waldron, evidently bo- 


lieving .hlniBdlC safo in that out-of- 
the-way place. He was sadliug under 
the name of "John Lewis," which 
happens to be a portion of his renl 
name—John Lewis Blaney. It 
was 


his loquaciousness that led to his un- 
doing1. He became ohummy witu a 
barber in the little town, and through 
a. slip in his conversation lot drop his 
true name. Tlie barber proved to ba 
a deputy sheriff as well as a tonsorial 
artist, nnd he communicated 
with 


the4 sheriff of Ills county at Kankakee. 
The latter 
had the 
notification of 


Sheriff Blocks asking 'for tha arrest 
of Blaney nnd Evans and detailing 
their escape from jail at Auburn. The 
Illinois barber-deputy acted quickly 
in response to orders and arrested his 
customer, placing him, in the county 
jail . at 
Kankakee, 
where 
Sheriff 


Bleeks got his hands on tho elusive 
prisoner once more. 


Blaney has figured quite promi- 


nently j-n shndy transactions during 
the past year or two. - He was one of 
a company of young men who rob- 
bed the building in which the post- 
office at Altoona is located, and for 
this served a sentence in. the work- 
house at Indianapolis after having 
been 
found guilty in tlie "United 


States court. Friends, interceded, and 
on his promise to reform Blaney was 
released "by the federal authorities. 
It was but a short time until he was 
arrested upon the robbery charge for 
which he IB now held.

the camp the 
posse encountered 


eighteen of the negroes and McGee 
all heavily armed. Both parties con- 
cealed themselves in the high weeds 
and a battle of twenty minutes re- 
sulted. 
The negroes 
and 
McGee 


flnally lost their nerve and fled. The 
bodies of three of the negroes were 
picked up when tlie smoke cleared 
away.

cultivate temperance and decorum, an 
banding themselves together In soele 
ties, such as the Army Temperanc 
association, is the best means of at 
talnlng the much desired end.

The connection between this lesson 


and those tlmt have preceded it Is plain, 
though it is one of thought rather than 
of historical incident. Our last lesson 
Included the story of David's sin and 
repentance, and to impress Its Icasons 
more strougly upon us, tho marvelous 
prayer of tho broken heart In the Flfty- 


perlence of one who had sinned and're- 
pented we go on to this study of the 
blessedness of forgiveness and tho way 
In which one may find It 


(Ps. 32:1, 2.) There are three words 


used here for sin, and, while In genera] 
synonymous, each adds a shade of mean- 
ing not in the others. "Transgression.1 
"A brealtlnglooscfrom God;" disregard- 
Ing His will. "Sin." This word in the 
original suggests a missing of tho mark 
—for sin Is a terrible blunder and fallur« 
as well as a terrible wrong, "Iniquity." 
A distortion or perversion. A lino face, 
distorted, becomes hideous, and a good 
thing perverted may become the worst 
or bad tilings. "Whose sin Is covered." 
The figure suggests thatsln Is something 
horrible lo look upon, and that God 
mercifully draws the veil ovor 1L "Im- 
puteth not Iniquity." Does not charge 
his Bin against him. "No guile." No 
InRtnncrlty; no pretending. 


(Vs. (1-5.) 
"When 
r kept silence." 


Sullenly trying to Ignore Ills ein. "My 
hones wasted away." No man can defy 
his conscience with Impunity. This Is 
a leaf from tho personal experience of tho 
psalmist, nnd we know what ho mcana 
from our own personal experience. "Thy 
hand was heavy upon me." The hand 
of conscience la the hand of God. It Is 
laid upon the sinner not primarily tc 
make him suffer, but to make him re- 
form. 
"The drought of summer." A 


guilty conEcIenro checks nil BOH! growth 
nnd contracts and shrivel & and dries up 
life as the blasts of the hot south wlnde 
dry up all vegetation in a midsummer 
drought. Note that the psalmist speaks 
of having had regret nnd sorrow all this 
tlmo, but It wan not repentance. Wha1 
was tho difference? 


Alexander Mnclaren has snld that this 


psalm IB "a chart of ono man's path 
from the depths to tho heights, and aval to 
to guide all." 
Tho change comes In 


verso fi. It was the breaking down of the 
stubborn, defiant spirit, the dropping ol 
the flctlon of goodness when there was 
no goodness, and the humble opening 
of the heart to the Father In confession. 
"Thou forgavcst tho Iniquity." God la 
ever ready to forgive and to consider o 
man as separated from his sin when H< 
sees that thn man hns with all his heart 
put his sin away. God cannot consider 
a man's sin put away until It Is. He 
cannot deal In fictions. 
Recall here 


Christ's teaching in the parable of the 
prodigal son. 


(Vs. 
6-11.) "For this." Because oi 


this; therefore. "Every one that IE 
godly." Those who are true to God and 
strive to do His will—for the beat Chris- 
tians need still to pray for forgiveness. 
"When thou mayest be found." The 
R. V. marginal reading is in the time ol 
finding out (sin). This Is possible. The 
preferred reading suggests that there Is 
a time when it Is too late—not because 
God Is not ready to forgive, but because ;
